STEPSON'S MURDER 


Jury Recommends Thayer 
(Mo.) Man Be Barred From 
Pardon, 


By the Associated Press. 

WEST PLAINS, Mo., June 15.— 
Rufus E. Edwards, Thayer, Mo., 
was found guilty Of plotting the 
murder of his stepson, Oscar Bush- 
art, for insurance, dnd recommend- 
ed a life sentence without pardon. 
Thayer was accused of hiring two 
men to murder Bushart and burn 
the body in his automobile. 

The jury was out 46 hours. At 
one time the jury stood 8 to 4 for 
the death penalty. 


Before the trial began two clergy- 


men on the jury led in the singing. 


of hymns in the courtroom of 
Judge W. H. D. Green. 

Joe Braden, who with Ike Daw- 
son, admitted killing Bushart, tes- 
tified against Edwards and pleaded 
guilty. He has not been sentenced. 
Ike Dawson pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Judge Green said sentence would 
be pronounced at 1 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon. 


On the witness stand Edwards 
admitted authorship of the con- 
fession attributed to him and in- 


troduced by the State in which the 
State said he hoped to collect $4000 
in accident insurance by the find- 
ing of Bushart’s burned body in 
his overturned automobile. He ad- 
mitted he wanted to “get rid” of 
his stepson, but said this was be- 
cause Bushart was a financial bur- 
den, and he feared for his own 
life at Bushart’s hands. 

The jury's verdict, as signed by 
Foreman Barker, read that Ed- 
wards be “sentenced the rest of his 
natural life without pardon.” 
While it is not within a jury's 
province to determine the length of 
time a guilty man must serve in 
prison, this jury sought to show 
its feeling in the case. Through- 
out the deliberation there was ap- 
parently no doubt about Edwards’

The St. Louis office of the Fed- 


eral Housing Administration has

Checking Air Pressure 
in New Tires Declared 


to Be Wise Precaution 

Whenever a new tire is put on a 
car, or whenever a tire has been off 
the rim, a motorist should not start 
a long drive with implicit faith that 
the air pressure is what it should 
be, says a statement by tire en- 
gineers of the B. F. Goodrich Co. 

For reasons too involved to ex- 
plain, the statement says, a tire, 
immediately after it is put on the 
rim and run on the car, may lose 
several pounds of pressure. 

A good rule is to stop at a service 
station three or four miles along 
the road and have the tires checked 
again. 

Likewise, a new tire is likely to

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THE FRISCO SUITS. 

Following the long series of hearings into the 
financial practices of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad, now in receivership, Federal Judge Charles 
B. Faris has consented to civil suits against the 
Frisco bankers. 

This order has been issued upon application by 
John G. Lonsdale, co-trustee, who states in his appli- 
cation that. after full investigation of the record, he 
is advised by his attorney, Frank A. Thompson, that 
in his judgment suits should be instituted for the 
recapture of some $11,000,000 lost by the Frisco 
through the financial operations of Speyer & Co., 
J. & W. Seligman & Co. and E..N. Brown. The suits 
will be brought in New York. The co-trustee alleges 
that the bankers’ profits in Rock Island and Gulf, 
Mobile & Northern stock, around which the contro- 
versy chiefly revolves, were about $2,640,000. 

There is no precedent for such a recovery in the 
railroad industry, nor is it certain that what is pro- 
posed can be done within the statute of limitations. 
The Rock Island deal was in 1925-26, the Gulf, Mo- 
bile & Northern deal in 1929-30. It is Mr. Thomp- 
son’s judgment that there is still time to test the 
possibility of civil suits against ithe bankers for the

“In plain fact,” says the McGraw-Hill journal, “it 
isn’t. On the Mississippi and the Missouri, it is subsi- 
dized by the Federal Government, and still the advo- 
cates of the St. Louis-Kansas City line had a hard 
time scraping up a cargo. And this is the culmina- 
tion of the sweat and the hopes and the tears of 
waterway enthusiasts during the past half-century.”

LETS GET WHAT WE WANT. By Walter 
B. Pitkin (Simon & Schuster, New York 
City.) 


ALTER B. PITKIN, than whom, as the 
W introducers say, there is certainly none 

whomer, has been frightfully busy of 
late telling the world various strange things, 
all of them intensely interesting if true 

Fight or nine years ago, he wrote a book 
the purpose of which was to warn the world 
that it was in very grave danger of having 
far too many “best minds.” He was then 
deep in the matter of intelligence testing, 
and if subsequent events have not tended to 
support his thesis, he did make it clear 
that a “best mind” was best for the in- 
telligence test, if for. notHing else. 

Since those days, he has become a 
veritable book factory, not to say a fount of 
inspiration. He has told youths how to go 
at the business of getting jobs, and if they 
haven't done as he said, how can he be 
blamed? He has told everyone how to im- 
prove himself without delay. He has given 
“marching orders” for the “lost generation.” 
He has informed the world that life begins 
at 40, and for a brief season, goodly crowds 
of wistful thinkers were surprised and de- 
lighted After that, he assured the poor 
broken-down world that capitalism is carry- 
ing on. Also, he gave us the secret of happi- 
ness ($350, please, and cheap at the price). 
There was also a fairly voluminous history 
of human stupidity (all for five bucks).

And here yet another important secret is 
divulged! How in the world does one man 
do it all? It’s nothing short of marvelous. 
“Let's Get What We Want” this time! All 
right, let’s do! Won't it be fun? And what 
is it that we want? We don't know, but 
our mentor does, and he tells us. We want 
a decent life for everybody. And why 
haven't we been getting it? Because we 
don’t know what's the matter with the 
world And what is the matter? 

You'll be surprised! Probably you -have 
Supposed that maybe there was something 
fundamentally wrong with the present eco- 
nomic system 
ownership of the means of production and 
distribution for profit in an age of machine 
industrialism. But that is a pitiful error, it 
seems. The real trouble—the only trouble— 
is the manufacturing and selling of inferior 
products by the smaller concerns that 
“chisel” in on the big and efficient indus- 
tries! 

There is a large class of “American 
coolies” and criminals who do this. And 
so we must awaken to the cause of our 
trouble and demand that these coolie chis- 
elers and sharpers be eliminated. That's 
the way to save us. There's a bookful of 
expatiation on the subject, but that’s: the 
heart of the secret. 

“If this country could be spared the losses 
incurred through the machinations of the 
underlings,” declares Mr. Pitkin, “all ihe 
decent folks could have good homes, : the 
best of food and ideal medical service,”

THE FIRST CENTURY OF AMERICAN 
LITERATURE, By Fred L. Pattee. (D. 
Appleton-Century Co., New York City.) 


HIS is the final volume in the author's 

trilogy, planned to give a comprehensive 
survey of American literature from 1770 to 
1930. The volumes previously published are 
“History of American Literature Since 1870” 
and “New American Literature.” Al] three 
works are remarkable, in the main, for their 
independence of judgment. and a good many 
conventional critical appraisals are recon- 
sidered. For instance, the author has the 
following to say of Poe: 

“His criticism, overloaded as it is with pe- 
dantic affectations, had little influence even 
upon his own generation, and, aside from the 
single review of Hawthorne, is unread today 
Save in colleges where it is required. His 
tales, too, are old-fashioned in their style, 
often ludicrous in their Della-Cruscan affec- 
tation. Realism was no part of his literary 
equipment, and all his attempts at humor 
were pathetic. His dialogue is invariably 
melodramatic, his characterization is theat- 
ric makeup—witness the Negro in ‘The Gold 
Bug.’ 

“In everything touching artistry, however 
—manner, technique, architectonics—the 
man was brilliant. He had, moreover, the 
devilish power to create an atmosphere that 
dominates, even today, his reader like a 
poison gas. It is impossible to read a tale 
of his, even the Della-Cruscan and mon- 
strously impossible ‘The Fall of the House 
of Usher’ or ‘The Black Cat,’ without a sen- 
sation that is hard to explain.” 

As for Poe's poetry. he finds no greatness 
whatever in it and asks: “What poet has ever 
risen to Poe's fame with so tiny a portfolio?” 

Unfortunately, it cannot be Said with ac- 
curacy that Prof. Pattee is always careful 
to avoid prejudice, and it could he shown 
that he is not incapable of rendering an oc- 
casional judgment obviously at variance 
with the readily available but unexamined 


factual data.

EARTH. By Gen. H ugh S&. Johnson. 
(Doubleday Doran Co.. Garden City, N. Y.)

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UITY SCHOOL COSTS 
IN 10 YEARS ANALYZED 


Operating Appropriations Fluc- 
tuated With Income, Board 
Official Shows. 


An analysis of the rise and de- 
cline of the cost of operating the 
public schools, showing how the 
cost went up as income reached a 
peak at the start of the depression 
and dropped as economy became 
necessary, has been prepared by 
George R. Johnson, director of tests 
and measurements of the Board of 
Education. 

In the fiscal year 1926-27, there 
were 89,380 pupils, operating cost 
was $9,443,766, and the cost per pu- 
pil was $105.65. 

In 1930-31, the first full fiscal 
year after the market crash, when 
board revenue reached the peak of 
$13,265,358, there were 92,825 stu- 
dents, operating cost was $11,424.,- 
836, and the cost per pupil was 
$123.07—-a peak for individual cost. 

In 1933-3, the last full fiscal year, 
96,971 boys and girls were enrolled, 
operating cost was $9,777,832, and 
the cost per pupil was $100.83. 

$90 Per Pupil in 1934-35. 

In 1934-35, the fiscal period end- 

ing June 30, there were 107,753 pu- 


_pils, operating cost was estimated 


at $9,797,000, and cost per pupil at 
only $90.92. In spite of a material 
increase in enrollment over the pre- 
ceding year, total cost showed vir- 
tually no change. 

For the year now ending, enroll 
ment was 20.5 per cent greater than 
in 1926-27 and operating cost was 
3.7 per cent greater. However, the 
cost per pupil was 13.9 per cent leas 
than in 1926-27 and 26.1 per cent 
leas than in the peak year. 

For the last three years all school 
salaries have been reduced by 10 
per cent and for the last two years 
the system of automatic increases 
in the Instruction Department has 
been suspended. If these two econo 
mies are eliminated and the budget 
kept otherwise on the scale of the 
last year, the cost per pupil will be 


slightly more than $100 a year.

sonable doubt, the interesting ques- 
tion arises how the President got 
himself into the position in which 
the decision of the court has left 
him. 

In any fair approach to this ques- 
tion, a clear distinction must be 
made at the outset between the 
aim of the framers of the National 
Industrial Recovery Act and the 
soundness of the means actually 
adopted for attaining it. 

To get everybody to co-operate 
with.everybody else in an unselfish 
effort to restore industrial pros- 
perity was surely a worthy aspira- 
tion. It was at least as worthy as 
the earlier aspiration to reform the 
social life of the United States by 
means of prohibition. 

The attempts to transform both 
these aspirations from dreams into 
realities were deemed by many to 
be noble experiments. In both cases 
it was perceived that nothing could 
be accomplished by voluntary ac- 


tion. The compulsion of law was 
essential. 
The promoters of prohibition 


found that local action by the states 
lacked uniformity and was at any 
rate too slow. They, therefore, in- 
voked Federal authority. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his advisers 
similarly decided that industrial 
recovery required immediate and 
unified compulsory action and that 
such action could be effective only 
if taken by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The differenec between the two 
institutions was that the promot- 
ers of prohibition had sound legal 
advice and were warned at the out- 
set that the power of Congress to 
reguiate commerce among the 
states did not extend to a limita- 
tion upon the production of liquor 
or to a prohibition of the purchase 
and sale thereof within the state. 
Accordingly, agitation for an en- 
largement of the power of Congress 
in the case of commerce in liquor 
was at once begun. The ill-fated 
eighteenth amendment was adopt- 


the entrenchment in Washington of 
a monarchical executive competent 
to dictate policies to Congress and 
to wield law-making powers of his 
own, 

In view, however, of the decision 
of the court that Congress has no 
constitutional authority whatever to 
take out of the hands of the people 
of New York the power and duty 
to regulate the business of the New 
York merchant, and (even were it 
otherwise) that Congress is wholly 
without authority tn delegate its 
law-making power to the President, 
Americans may once more breathe 
freely and may count with certainty 
upon the present continuance of 
that form of constitutional govern- 
ment under which America has 
grown to greatness. 


Comment and Dissent on Prof. Cor- 
win’s View. 

I have read with dissent Prof. 
Corwin's mildly contemptuous criti- 
cism of the court published in the 
Washington Post. As the author 
of a recent book entitled “The Twi- 
light of the Supreme Court,” he 
may possibly have been a trifle 
disconcerted by the (to him) unex- 
pected substitution of midday 
splendor for twilight. I freely con- 
cede his scholarship but I do not 
accept either his appraisement of 
the authorities upon which he relies 
or his practical judgment of the ef- 
fect of the decision. He charges 
the court with being “unrealistic.” 

I venture to oppose to academic 
judgment whatever I have acquired 
through years of experience in ac- 
tive practice and some first-hand 
familiarity with the processes of 
government. 

If a reader of this comment of 
mine wishes fully to appreciate the 
significance of what the court has 
done, let him imagine himself the 
defendant in a criminal proceeding

When thus the reader has made 
the case rea! to himself I venture to 
believe that he will heartily ap- 
prove the decision of the court as 
being essentially “realistic” and as 
a timely vindication of his personal 
liberty.

But for a fact presently 
to be noted, this intimation by the 
President would suggest the dis- 
turbing thought that it has never 
seriously occurred to Mr. Roosevelt 
that not only the Supreme Court 
but also the Constitution may be 
right. Nothing that he has recently 
said indicates an appreciation either 
of the dangers of imperial power, 
the importance of local self-govern- 
ment, or the value of an independ- 
ent judiciary. 

The fact referred to above which 
qualifies this suggestion, however, 
is that when he was Governor of 
New York he made a public address 
on the essential value of home rule 
and the dangers incident to cen- 
tralized government which, if his 
observations have escaped his mem- 
ory, it would be profitable for him 
to recall. That utterance was not 
only a powerful vindication of the 
Constitution as it stands, but a 
prophetic approval of the very de 
cision which he now resents. 

He is now reported as deploring 
the fact that our Government is 
outmoded when compared to mod 
ern governmental system. It would 
have been illuminating had he 
specified the governments to which 
he wishes us to assimilate our- 
selves. 

If his reference was to England 
or France, he must know that in 
the homeland they have no prob- 
lem at all comparable to ours. If 
he had in mind as a model to be 
imitated the contemporary govern- 
ments in Italy, in Germany or in 
Russia, candor should have led him 
to say so. 

Trial and Error But Still no Changé 

One of the most popular an- 
nouncements by Mr. Roosevelt at 
the beginning of his presidential 
career was his disarming admission 
to the effect that he did not know 
it all, that he was merely proceed- 
ing by a method of trial and error 
and that if and when an experti- 
ment failed he would be quick to 
admit the fact and make a fresh 
start. The people took him at his 
word and liked his frankness, 

As experiment after experiment 
has been tried, as failure has fol- 
lowed failure, we have waited in 
vain for some _ sportsmanlike ad- 
mission as we had been led to ex- 
pect.

This gave the President such a 
chance to prove his bigness as 
comes to but few public men and 
to nobody no more than once in a 
lifetime. Instead of welcoming it 
as a great opportunity, he has pre- 
ferred to proclaim his persistent 
rightness and the Court’s wrong- 
ness and to charge against the ju- 
dicial department of his own Gow 
ernment the unhappy consequences 
of the collapse of an unsound struc 
ture which fell by its own weight. 

If Dr. Franklin were alive today 
he would surely welcome the dect- 
sion of the court. Its significance 
in his eyes would not be diminished 
by the reception accorded it by the
